Sheldon succeeded In 
getting the rest of the laborers to at- 
tack the Indian*, with the result that 
all the Mexican women and children,

women and one Mexican man. es- 
caped from the Indiana. 


One. old Mexican woman was kill- 


ed and two or three- Mexican men. 
Sheldon has been compelled to turn 
his ranch house since, that time into 
a fort and to place barb wire fences 
around it. ao as lo protect Americans 
Indians. 
Indians again 


raided tbe ranch of James Anthony, 
killing an American negro, who was 
the watchman, taking and destroying, 
in all, about 300 sacks of wheat, which j 
contained about four bushels to the i 
sack. They also destroyed the house. ' 
Anthony was in the habit of staying 
at the ranch •with the negro, but on 
this occasion he had left the ranch to 
attend to one of his boys, who had 
been Injured. If h« had been on the 
property, he would .without doubt, 
have been killed. It was probably the 
intention of these Indians to take all 
the grain at the ranch, as they stayed 
at the ranch for about a week. How- 
ever, th* Americans in the valley in 
the meantime armed themselves and 
went to the, Anthowy ranch and haul- 
ed this grain to safer places. 
"On a day in March, the Indiana 
raided the ranch, of Mr. Dingfelder. 
taking seven head of mules and 
loraes. Dingf*lder succeeded in driv- 
ing them off after killing two Indians. 
It seems that these raids are becom- 
ng more frequent and the Indians do 
not hesitate, to kill when interfered 
with.WAHXWG IS MEVATORT.

warning is that tha Indians wished 
th* Mexican laborers to leave, co that 
the? would have, only the American 
rancher* to fight.

the Sheldon and Jones ranch again, 
in this raid there- w«r« none killed. 
Soon after this raid they attacked 
the Bruas ranch, near the town ot 
Taoul. At the time they attacked this 
much there happened to be about 25 
Mexican soldiers at the place. The 
captain of these soldiers was killed. 
Tfaer* were three Americans on this 
property at the time, and together 
with the Mexicans, they were abl* to 
told off the 200 Indians that made 
tha attack until other Americans cam* 
to their rescue. In this fight there 
ere about eight Mexicans killed. 
"The Indians started raiding again 


•when about 200 attacked Block to, 
owned b; Sheldon and Jones, both 
Americans, The fighting lasted 
for 


about an hour. Sheldon called the 
Sonora Land and Investment Company 
and they sent help, but the Indiana 
had retreated. In this attack one 
Mexican was killed.

necessary Jaws to bring about the fol- 
lowing improvements in rural schools: 
Sanitary schoolhouses. employment of 
teachers trained for country school 
teaching, physical examination of 
children, and health supervision; care 
for children at clinics, warm school 
lunches and instruction in health 
habits and practical hygiene. 


"We believe that the possibilities 


of culture are just as great among 
the alfalfa fields and poppy blos- 
soms of rural California as among 
the smooth-mown lawns and flower 
blooming parks of the city," said Mrs. 
Castle. 


Professor O. J. Kern of the College 


of Agriculture. University of Califor- 
nia, indorsed Mrs. Castle's address. 


The congress adopted a resolution 


introduced by Dr. Jessie A- Russell, 
providing that all the mothers' clubs 
appoint members to investigate Ju- 
venile conrt cases with a Ti«w to pre- 
venting the filing of complaints against 
youngsters, except in extreme cases.

their months shut."

IN FAMILY OF NATIONS. 


"Our isolation." he continued. "Is geo- 
graphical only. Modern conditions have 
caused the Interests of nations to be us 
co-related as those of families who have 
Intermarried. The interests of many of 
the large nations today are inextricably 
interwoven with those of some or all of 
the others. 
"Self-respect 
requires that 
we_ 


- should be prepared to protect that 


which we cherish, which not only In- 
cludes our material posesslons but 
that 
Intangible 
something 
which 


makes us a distinctive nation In the 
•yea of the •world." 
Such a great epochal event as the es- 
tablishment of an international tribunal 
or the limitation of armament. Mr. Gar* 
risen said, could only be brought about 
"by those, who ere strong, courageous, 
self-respecting and righteous: by those 
who look facts fearlessly in the face and 
•et accordingly: by thoce whose conduct 
' is guided by reaaon and judgment." If 
we are a nation possessing these charac- 
teristics, he declared, "then we will fear- 
lessly and courageously take up the gree 
•ot problem which It is our duty to de- 
termine, and -trill determine It propertly 
and be prepared In the proper way and 
' with the proper spirit for what may come 
hereafter." 


KEEPS NEUTRAL ZONE. 


The secretary of war made no direct 


reference to the present European con- 
flict. He said that he purposely re- 
frained from discussing the defense pol- 
icy which should be adopted and the de- 
tails which most be carried out to make 
that policy effective. He urged his audi- 
ence not to shrink from consideration of 
the problem and not to permit themselves 
•o be diverted by "terms of opprobium." 


"Militarism," he said, "la used as a

On that same night, it will be remembered, an effort 


was made to murder Mr. Seward. The assassin Payne, a 
co-conspirator of Booth's, entered the Seward home and 
tried to fight his way to the room where the Secretary 
of State lay on a sick-bed. Frederick \V. Seward, then 
an able-bodied man of thirty-five, grappled with the 
assassin and tried to disarm him. 
After a thrilling 


fight, Mr. Seward was clubbed over the head and his 
skull fractured. He lay unconscious for several weeks, 
but finally recovered and lived fifty years and eleven 
days after the memorable attack upon him and his father. 
The 
thrown 
right arm and his jaw had been fractured. The servant 
at the door tried to prevent the assassin, Payne, from 
getting up the stairs, and the noise he made brought 
Frederick W. Seward into the hall. Secretary Hay, in 
his "History of Lincoln." describing this incident says: 


"The Secretary had been very restless and had with 


difficulty at. last been composed to sleep. Fearing that 
this restorative slumber might be broken, Frederick 
Seward came out to check the intruders. He met Payne 


• at the head of the stairs and after hearing his story bade 
him go, offering himself to take charge of the medicine, 


"Payne seemed for an instant to give up his purpose 


in the face of this unexpected oBstacle. but suddenly 
turned and rushed furiously upon Frederick Seward, 
putting a pistol to his head. It missed fire and he then 
began beating him on the head with it, tearing his scalp 
said fracturing his skulL 


"StiD straggling, the two came to the Secretary's room 


and fell together through the door. Frederick Seward 
soon became unconscious and remained so for several" 
weeks, being perhaps the last man in the civilized world 
who learned the strange story of that night." 


It was the late Frederick W. Seward who was sent by 


his father in February, 1861, to warn Mr. Lincoln, then 
President-elect, that a plot had been formed to assassi- 
nate him in Baltimore. Mr. Lincoln np to this time had 
traveled very publicly in his journey to Washington to 
be inaugurated, but after talking with Mr. Seward, he 
changed his plans and made, a secret night journey 
through Baltimore, the national capitaL 


Frederick W. Seward did two vastly important things 


for his country. He warned Lincoln and probably 
saved him from assassination just prior to the outbreak 
of the Civil war, and he saved the life of his father, one 
of the greatest of our Secretaries of State, at the close 
of the war. In almost any other civilized country a man 
who had done these things, and at the risk of his own 
life, would have received ample and handsome recogni- 
tion from his felloe cotmtryrr.en. But in an ungrateful 
republic, the only reward vouchsafed him was the neglect 
which leads to oblivion. The passing of this man, the 
last living survivor of one of the greatest tragedies! in 
the history of this government, is worthy of more con- 
sideration than the ephemeral mention -.vc can give it. 
It ought to furnish the theme for a lecture in every 
schoolroom and in every pulpit in the country. 


OAKLAND'S NEW OPPORTUNITY.

A LAND-OWNING PEOPLE. 


The Serbian peasant is a land owner. 


not. a serf nor a. tenant, and has been a 
landowner since his first successful in- 
surrection against the Turks one hun- 
dred years ago. There' is no legally rec- 
ognized social class between him. and the 
king. 


Furthermore, ire were told that there 


are not more than, two or three people 
In Old Serbia who own more than 100C 
hectare* (2471 acres), and that on thj> 
other hand the Serbian law exempts 2 
hectares of land and a certain number 
of pigs, sheep, oxen, cows and horses 
from execution for debt or foreclosure 
under mortgage. 


The farm ho>.se« are not scattered as 


in America, but are grouped in little 
clusters and small villages. Two intelli- 
gent lawyers, one of them a former Min- 
leter of Justice, said to us: "In Serbia 
the farm and village are fostered at the 
expense of the town."

Speed of Start. 


The velocity of a star seems to be- »i 


factor of its effective age. Unlike our 
ordinary human experience, the speed 
of a star increases with its advancing 
years, and in the whirl of spheres above 
us It is the young who cannot keep the 
pace. 


The average velocity of stare ranges 


from £ kilometers, or between three and 
Tour miles, per second for "young" stars 
to about 2O kilometers per second for 
"old" ones. But notable exceptions oc- 
cur. At Mount Wilson Solar Observatory 
of the Carnegie Institution some stars 
have been found to move with velocities 
of 141.

AROUSES TRADE UNIONS

LCCSDON, May 20.—The

nounced the schedule of wages to be paid 
for clerical labor to women wno will b« 
employed in order to release males for 
military service. The -weefcly rates fol- 
low:Typi»ts. twenty ahlllinea (*4.SO); or- 
dinary clerical -work. 21 to 25 nchlllinjs; 
shorthand typlstt. 26 shillings: super-' 
vising clerics. 30 shillings. 


These rates are from a flfth to a third 


lower than the wages paid to temporary 
male labor In the same position* and wo- 
men's associations and trades unions have 
lodged vigorous protests. 
They insist 


that women should be paid the same rates 
as the men whom they replace and urce 
that the government'* example will be 
used by outside employers to exploit wo- 
men's labor to ihe detriment of men.

ARTICLE XT. 


(By AXXA PATDOWA.) 


There should BOW be infused into 


the execution of the Czarina Waltz a 
spirit of gaiety. The preceding figures 
"bring the dancers through the dreamy 
portion to one of livelier sort, and in 
this figure there comes a. return to the 
face-to-face "open" position which is 
so effective in social as -well as In fancy 
stage dancing. 


In the preceding figure the dancers 


finished their forward movement to 
the left practically Tilth feet together. 
The lady, it will be remembered, was 
on the ri^ht of her cavalier and her 
elevated right hand (held over her 
head) te supported by the raised right 
arm of her partner, v.-hiie their left 
hands are extended before them at a 
point sonifcivhat below their waist- 
IlneE- 


Tiie figure now to be executed calis 


for the dancers to move from the posi- 
tion described into one wherein the 
lady has turned about and is facing 
her cavalier, each holding the hands 
of tne other and separated by a. dis- 
tance of some 18 inches. The figure 
requires the dancers to move forward 
and back on two bars of the music, 
which would be two counts of six 
each. 


On the founts of "on-" ard "two" 


the lady withdraw? her raisert ri?ht 


hand from her partner's and pivots on 
the ball of her left foot (to her left), 
steadying herself with her left hand, 
which her cavalier still retains. On 
the count of "three" she advances her 
right foot, pointing the toe of her 
slipper, and extending her right arm 
across her left, permits the hand to be 
taken by her partner. Her body is 
now inclined slightly to the left, while 
the cavaJier stands on his right foot, 
the left advanced with the toe pointed, 
and his body inclined a trifle to the 
left. 


The attitude each dancer should as- 


sume is depicted in the photograph 
shown on this page for which I and 
M. Clustine posed. It is the position 
at the beginning and ending of the 
figure. Xow. on the second count of 
"one." 
"two," "three" (or 
"four," 


"five." "six"j each dancer advances on 
the forward foot toward the other, 
dragging the other foot behind over 
about half the space, and raises the i 
arms. This should be-a deliberate I 
movement. 
occupying 
full 
three 


counts, there being a pause of ap- 
proximately a. count and a half, at the 
completed forward advance step. 


Ozf the next three counts (which 


would be "seven." "eight." "nine") 
the dancers step backward, the lady 
using her left foot, the cavalier his 
right, and permitting the other foot 
in each instance to resume its former 
position. The final forward step on 
the last three counts prepares the 
way for the final figure of the Czar- 
ina waltz, which will be taken up in 
tne next article.
